Two Men Are Arrested Today

Fay said 
he was a lieutenant in the Qerman 
army, had won the Ir«n Cross for 
bravery in the fighting in the Cham- 
pagne district of France and came 
to America last April. 
The police 


assert that Fay admitted 
he came 


here to work out a plan to stop the 
shipment of war munitions to 
the 


allies. Documents found in his room 
in Weehawken were said 
to 
show 


that ho was connected with the Ger- 
man foreign office. 


The other prisoner was Walter 


Scholz, who 
said 
he was Fay's 


brother-in-law, a mechanic and had 
been in this country for two years 


A large quantity of explosives, in- 


cluding dynamite and various kinds 
of acid used in the making of ex- 
plosives was found in the rooms the 
two men occupied in Weehawken or 
in a storage house in Hoboken. 
Among the devices seized 
by 
the 


police were peculiar bombs or mines 
believed to be designed to be fasten* 
ed to the rudders of steamships. 


At a garage in Weehawken the 


police found a high powered auto- 
mobile held in Fay's name, and at a 
boathouse on the Hudson river a 
swift motorboat which he was said 
to own. In the boathouse they also 
found four wooden boxes, each con- 
taining 120 pounds or Chlorate of 
potash, one of the ingredients need 
in the manufacture of so-called 
sugar bombs in which water per- 
culating into the receptacle melt* 
the sugar releasing springs and 
causing an explosion. 
The two men had been watched 


by detectives of the New York police 
department for two months. They 
were seen to pay freaoeit visits to 
an isolated spot in the woods of 
Grantwood, N. J. on the Palisades 
near Weehawken. On Saturday last 
detectives hidden in a tree 
watched the scene of their activities 
for eleven hours.

Oradek, Serbia, via Saloniki, Oct. 23.

double attempt of the Bulgarians to 
cut the railway at Voles and in the 
Volandovo sector has been completely 
defeated.

The ma- 
chine was so constructed, he said, 
that the stirring of the water would 
cause a rod, connecting with one of 
the cogs to release a spring, result- 
ing in an explosion which would dis- 
able the ship and force her to enter 
the nearest post. 


This was for the purpose of de- 


laying ships of munitions 
to

allies it was stated. Only ships car- 
rying war munitions 
were

thus disabled, according to Fay's 
statement.
